A Russian Patrol Discovered Towang- 
hau Pats Occupied By 200 Chinese 
•lindita Under th« Command 
off Japanoao Offleoro. 

St. rctPrsburK, Ort r.. -The war of- 
fice has received liie loUuwing dis- 
patch from Qen. Sftkarohff, dated' Oc- 
tober 80: 

"At dawa of October 1 a squadron 
ot Japanese cavalry twice ntf< nip*' <i 
to break through the line of inU.iiKc 
posts of Cossacks of the guard in the 
district between Khuankhuandia and 
Fengtlapu. Both attempts were un- 
Bnccessful. .Two aontias of our cav- 
alry reinforced the advance posts and 
the Japanese dispersed. 

"Towards noon the same day one 
battalion of the Japanese advance 
guard wUb two or three squadronu of 
cavalry of the Japanese advance guard 
with two or three squadrons ot cav- 
alry, renewed the offensive movement 
af-'Hinst a rcpinii iit of ("ossaclsH. The 
tiring lasted until nightfall. Uen. Mist- 
cLcnko sent reinforoanents to the aid 
of the Cossacks and towards evening 
the enemy was repalaed at all points, 
the whole line retreating towards Sia- 
lionkhetzy, pursued by our cavalry. 

"Capt. Tolsidiikini-, coMniiiuiilt r of a 
Hotnia, ambusht il one of the enemy's 
patrols ^t Konschutzy. One Japanese 
olBcer was killed. 

"In the positions abandoned by the 
Japanese our Cossaclis found a nuni- 
Ler of cartridges and nu'iliiai stores, 
and also a few dead horses. We had 
two offlcers and two Cossacks wound- 
ed. The same day a Japanese force 
of one battalion and a half and a 
squadron of cavahry attacked fn three 
illvlsions our outposts between the 
>lun river and the railway. Towards 
evening this movement was checked 
with the help of another company, 
wbich .reinforced the outpost One 
CoaoaCli was killed and one wounded. 

"One Russian patrol dispersed two 
Japanese patrols In the vicinity of 
Tchjanton, on the right bank of the 
Tiun river, taklns threo Jajpaneso pris- 
oners. 

"Another Russian patrol, sent In an 

oanterly direction, discovered Tawang- 
hau Pass occupied by 200 Chinese ban- 
dits, commanded by .lapanese offlcers. 
l)uring the reconnaissance one Cos- 
sack was killed." 

Toklo, Oct. 6.— The following official 
report has been issued: 

"The Mancliurian hf'adqnartors re- 
ports by tefegraph iliat a body of 
scoutfc' sent by our advance detach- 
ment on October 2, consisting of a 
company ot Infantry and a troop of 
cavalry, attacked and routed a detach- 
ment of the enemy's cavalry, 60 
strong, occupying Paolisinj;tnn, 13 
miles north of i^iao Yang, and nine 
miles west of the Mukden road. While 
further reconnoiterlng In the vicinity 
a force of Russian cavalry, 230 strong 
attacked the Japanese scouts. After 
lighting for some time the Japanese 
reiuriud. The ( nemy's loss was al>OMt 
30. We sustained no casualties.

Suggestion Was Advanced That Some 
Collective Movement Might Be 
Made to Induce Russia and Ja< 
pan to Ceaae Hostilities. 



Boston, Oct. 5. — A general supplica- 
tion, coupled with a demand, almost, 
for the Institution of peace between 
nations of the world, was the keynote 
Tuesday of the first df liheratlve ses- 
sion of the 13th International Peace 
Congress. Delegates from the great 
countries of the globe, all prominent 
in th«lr home lands, engaged in the 
proceedings, giving to the occasion all 
the dignity and importance of a mo- 
niciitotis international assembly. 

A feature of the opening session was 
tho receipt of an elaborate report from 
the International Peace Bureau for 
1904, in which was reviewed what had 
been attained in the direction of peace 
by the peace workers of the world 
during the year iiassod, and also was 
set forth the present war conditions 
of the world necessitating correction- 
ary measures by those desiring the 
establishment of unlverslal concord. 
The suggestion was made that some 
collective movement niifrlit l e made 
to induce the Russo-Japan. se l)ellif;- 
erents to return to peace. Edwin D 
Mead, the chairman of the organiza- 
tion committee of the congress, deliv- 
ered the opening address of the meet- 
ing, speaking an earnest word in favor 
of the reduction of great navies, and 
a general disarmanu'nt among nations. 

Speeches were made by one dele- 
gate from each of the countries repre- 
sented at the' congress, including Al- 
derman Thomas Snape. of Liverpool, 
for Great Britain. 

Mr. Snape referred particularly to 
Secretary of Stale Hay's appiaranc;- 
at Monday's peace meeting as the rep- 
resentative of the United States, and 
took occasion to remark upon what an 
astonishing thing It would be consid- 
ered In England did the Hrlilsh minis- 
ter of foreign affairs officially repre- 
sent Great Britain at a similar meet- 
ing. 

A general condemnation of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's call for another 
Hague conferenoe marked the other 
addresses.

he has been identified for many years-, 
died at his apartments at the Arling- 
ton hotel at 6:10 o'clock Tuesday 
night, aged 60 years. The death and 
its cause was announced In the follow- 
ing official bulletin Issued by the at- 
tending physicians: 

"The postmaster general died at 
6:10 p. m. He died peacefully with- 
out a struggle. Cause of death was 
disease of mitral valve and dilation 
of the heart. (Signed) P. M. Rixey. 
G. Llovd .Magriider, C. T. (Irayson. " 

Mr. I'aviie lta<l been ill jKJor health 
foi a' two >.ai-s. l)Mt his last ill- 

ness covered only seven days, an at- 
tack of heart trouble last week pre- 
cipitating the enti at a time when, 
after a rest, he s»'enied to li,i\e recov- 
ered a siiiall measure of liis vitality, 
imiiaired by years of arduous labor. 
Death came after nearly six hours ot 
unconsciousness. 

The last official caller to inquire as 
to Mr. Payne's condition wns Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and he had been gone 
only about ten niin\iit>s when the 
stricken member of his cabinet e.\pir- 
ed.
